of Iowa, respectfully represent, that in their opiuion, the
public good requires, and publi¢c sentiment demsnds the
construction of a 1ailresd froni the Missomi river, on the
western borders of the State of Iowa, to the Pacific ocean.

Your memorialists will not attempt to enumerate the ad-
vantages that will accrue to the people of the United States
by the construction of such a road; all admit that it will
have a tendency to bind together the different States and
Territories of the Union in bonds of affection and interest;
that it will develope and make available the resources of a
great portion of the continenty that it will give to our
country the command of the China and East India trade,
and make it the thoronghfare for much of the commerce of
the world, and cxtend the blessings of civilization and
christianity to places now tilled with ignorance and super-
stition.

Your memorialists will not presume to dictate whether
the General Government should embark directly in the con-
struction of sn great a work, or whether it would be more
prudent to aid private enterprise in its cerstruction, by
grants of land, mail contracts, &c., yet your memorialiats
do feel a deep interest that the most practieable and advan-
tageous route for this road should be adopted.

Your memorialists firmly believe that 1the most feasible
route is to be found in the valley of the Platte river, and
through the Scuth Pass of the Kocky Mountaina. It is
the natural highway to the shores of the Pacific, from the
widdle snd western States, and the grest emigrant road to
